It is 
not therefore extraordinary, that troops, wh folcky uſed this 
moſt effectual weapon, ſhould generally obtain the vicdory, even

Fit regulation of the Iriſh ſtatute of Edward the F ate 
viz. that the how fhall not exceed the beig bi of tbe. man, is allowed 
by archers to have been well eonſideredi and as the arrow ſhould 
be half the length of the bo, this would give au arrow. of 4 
yard in length to thoſe only who were ſix feet high. A ſtrong 
man of this fize iu the preſent times canuot eaſily draw above 


twenty-four inches, if the bow is of a proper ſtrength to do exe- 


cution at a conſiderable diſtance. At the fame time it muſt be 
admitted, that as our anceſtors were obliged by fame of the old 
ſtatutes to begin ſhooting with the long-bow at the age of ſeven, 


they might have acquired a greater flight in this exerciſe, than
